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INTRODUCTION 


Publications 


Statistics Canada responsibilities in the 
Canadian statistical system concern the 
whole range of statistics on economic and 
social activities in Canada. The number of 
subjects dealt with is therefore quite large. 
This catalogue lists approximately 1,250 
publications grouped by subject areas, and 
designed to include the statistical infor- 
mation for each area which is most 
commonly used. It is obviously impossible 
to publish compilations which will serve 
every purpose or need. Therefore, users 
should keep in mind that a considerable 
volume of unpublished information is 
available from Statistics Canada on 
request. 


Data Files and Unpublished In- 
formation 


In addition to providing regular infor- 
mation on the publications program, this 
catalogue contains a section on data files 
and unpublished information. The descrip- 
tions provided are in sufficient detail in 
most cases for the placing of orders. 
Included with the description for each 
subject area is the title of the officer or 
the name of the section to contact for 
further information, If in doubt, you 
should contact the Inquiries Section, 
Statistics Canada, telephone 992-2959, or 
995-7844, area code 613. Like all informa- 
tion from Statistics Canada, data files are 
subject to the clauses of the Statistics Act 
which protect organizations and persons 
from individual disclosure.

Local Access to Statistics 


Canada Publications 


Statistics Canada has 8 regional offices 
located in St. John’s, Halifax, Montreal, 
Ottawa Toronto, Winnipeg, Edmonton 
and Vancouver, and each of them (with 
the exception of Ottawa which is served 
by the headquarters Inquiries Section) 
keeps on the premises a file of current 
publications available for public use. Also, 
Statistics Canada publications are gener- 
ally available at libraries including the 
National Library, provincial legislature 
libraries, major public librairies and uni- 
versity libraries. 


The Statistics Canada library in Ottawa 
contains a complete collection of all bureau 
publications issued since it was founded in 
1918. A catalogue of this collection is 
available. See listing for catalogue number 
11-504. The library has begun a program 
of consigning to microfiche all bureau 
publications from 1918 to the present day. 
These microfiches will be available at cost. 
Anyone interested in the project could 
contact the Library, Statistics Canada, 
Ottawa K1A OT6, Ontario. 


How to Use this Catalogue 


For the seasoned user of Statistics 
Canada information, the table of contents 
beginning on page 3 will lead him to the 
statistics he wants. For the non-expert 
however, the title, subject, and com- 
modity index beginning on page 350 will 
usually be helpful. It contains several 
thousand entries arranged in alphabetical 
order and is cross-referenced to show the 
several publications (if such is the case) in 
which information on a given subject may 
be found. 


Concerning the catalogue numbering 
system, it will help to know that: 
(1) the first digit of the number indicates 


the major group (manufacturing, 
transportation, etc.);

Statistique Canada a huit bureaux ré- 
gionaux, qui sont situés a Saint-Jean 
(T.-N.), a Halifax, 4 Montréal, a Ottawa, a 
Toronto, 4 Winnipeg, 4 Edmonton et 4 
Vancouver, et chacun d’eux (sauf celui 
d’Ottawa, qui est desservi par la Section 
des renseignements du bureau central) 
conserve un fichier des publications cou- 
rantes que le public peut consulter sur 
place.

Comment se servir du catalogue 


Celui qui utilise souvent les renseigne- 
ments de Statistique Canada pourra trou- 
ver les publications statistiques qu’il désire 
en consultant la table des matiéres a la 
page 3.

Il contient plusieurs milliers d’inscriptions 
disposées par ordre alphabétique, avec des 
renvois indiquant les publications ou l’on 
peut trouver des renseignements sur un 
sujet donné. 

Pour ce qui est de la numérotation du 
catalogue, il convient de signaler que: 

1) le premier chiffre du numéro indique le 
grand groupe (fabrication, transports, 
etc): 


(2) the second digit indicates the sub- 
group of the major group; for 
example, under manufacturing, tex- 
tiles and apparel, wood products; 


(3) the third digit indicates the frequency 
of publication, such as occasional, 
annual or more than once a year; 


(4) the fourth and fifth digits are per- 
manent numbers for each publication. 


How to Order Publications 


When ordering Statistics Canada publi- 
cations please keep in mind the following 
points: 


(1) Send your order to Publications Dis- 
tribution, Statistics Canada, Ottawa, 
K1A OT6. 


(2) Please quote the catalogue number as 
well as the publication title when 
ordering. 


(3) Please enclose payment with your 
order. Cheques or money orders 
should be made payable to the 
Receiver General of Canada. (For 
your convenience, arrangements can 
be made through Statistics Canada 
Publications Distribution to open a 
deposit account with Information 
Canada. You may deposit an amount 
sufficient to cover approximately 
three month’s requirements (a mini- 
mum of $10) against which publi- 
cations can be ordered in future. 


(4) You can order the Full Publication 
Service ($600 per year) and receive 
all Statistics Canada publications au- 
tomatically as soon as they are releas- 
ed. This does not include Census 
publications which are priced at $300 
for the 1971 series on population, 
agriculture, households and families, 
and the labour force. It should be 
noted that prices of individual pub- 
lications are subject to change without 
notice.

(6) Discounts are allowed under cer- 
tain conditions, the main ones being 
on sales to Federal Government 
Departments, to independent retailers, 
to libraries and on bulk orders of 
1,000 copies or more. For details, 
please get in touch with Publications 
Distribution Statistics Canada.

Description of Reports 


Publications listed under ‘Manu- 
facturing” relate to Division 5 of the 
Standard Industrial Classification. 

These publications consist of a large 
number of reports, some of which pro- 
vide summarized and analytical informa- 
tion for manufacturing as a whole and 
others which provide detailed informa- 
tion on individual manufacturing indus- 
tries or on various commodities. 

Although titles of the various re- 
ports are broadly indicative of the 
subject matter covered, explanatory 
notes have been included under title 
headings where necessary. Such notes are 
generally restricted to reports dealing 
with the manufacturing industries as a 
whole (sub-group 31) and to those publi- 
cations dealing with commodities. The 
reports on individual industries are gen- 
erally similar to each other in character 
and include such principal statistics as: 
number of establishments, number and 
type of employees and their salaries and 
wages, cost of fuel and electricity, value 
of shipments of goods of own manu- 
facture, and value added. Comparative 
Statistics are given for Canada for earlier 
years and for the preceding year for 
provinces. Also shown are the value and, 
where applicable, quantities of major 
products shipped and purchased mate- 
rials used by establishments classified to 
the industry. Some reports also show 
total manufacturers’ shipments of rele- 
vant commodities without regard to 
industry of origin, but this is given 
comprehensively for all commodities in 
an annual report on products shipped by 
Canadian manufacturers.

In addition there are a large number 
of publications which are published 
more frequently than once a year and 
which contain current information on 
commodities (generally shipments, pro- 
duction or consumption). Although not 
exactly suitable to industry analyses, 
except in the case of one-industry com- 
modities, they have proven to be most 
useful in commodity analyses. 


Current estimates of the value of 
shipments, inventories and orders for 
manufacturing industries in total, 
numerous sub-aggregations and selected 
industries are issued monthly. They are 
based on a sample survey of establish- 
ments representing about 75% of the 
shipments, determined from the Census 
of Manufactures.

Published Reports 


This catalogue presents a partial 
listing of the main results that are to be 
published in the form of hard copy 
reports. A complete listing will be avail- 
able in a later edition. These comprise 
four main series as follows: 


(1) Advance Series: These reports pro- 
vide summary information on speci- 
fied topics for which there is wide- 
spread demand and are published 
earlier than the regular series of 
volume reports. 


(2) Volume Series: Reports in this series 
represent the main statistical results 
of the 1971 Census and are prepared 
in such a way that the user can 
combine the contents to form the 
subject-matter of each volume of the 
1971 Census. A hard-cover binder 
suitably titled will be supplied to 
those ordering at one time the com- 
plete set of reports for any given 
volume part. 


(3) Census Tract Series: Basic population 
and housing data will be issued for 
each of the large cities (or metro- 
politan areas) according to census 
tracts (i.e., small areas of approxi- 
mate uniformity in population size 
and composition). 


(4) Special Series: This series contains 
some basic materials not included in 
the regular Volume Series and which 
relate to mdre specialized subject 
classifications or provide more de- 
tailed areal classifications of basic 
distribution of population data.

As far as confidentiality constraints 
permit, Statistics Canada will produce 
for users at cost, special tabulations 
not already included in the main pro- 
gramme. This service will commence 
shortly after the editing of the data is 
completed, in the fourth yuarter of 
1972, and will continue during the inter- 
censal period. Wherever possible, these 
special tabulations will be handled 
through a newly developed Geographi- 
cally Referenced Data Storage and 
Retrieval system (GRDSR) and other 
generalized retrieval techniques including 
CASPER. In cases where these systems 
can be applied, both time and cost 
factors should be reduced substantially. 
The GRDSR system is designed to pro- 
vide flexibility in the types of geographi- 
cal areas (i.e., user-defined areas) for 
which special tabulations can be pro- 
duced.

Part II of this catalogue consists of 
two main elements, data files and infor- 
mation apart from data files which is 
generally described as unpublished infor- 
mation.

Data files include summary tapes and 
punch card decks. In cases where costs 
are not indicated, estimates of cost will 
be provided before the work is under- 
taken. The charge for punch card decks 
is basically $3 per thousand plus an 
additional $2 per thousand on the num- 
ber interpreted. 


Unpublished information includes 
special tabulations, copies of special 
statements, computer print-outs, and so 
on. Like all information issued by Statis- 
tics Canada, however, unpublished in- 
formation is subject to the limitations of 
the Statistics Act which prevent the dis- 
closure of information on individual 
persons or companies. In instances where 
the request can be met without a con- 
siderable amount of time and effort in- 
volved, there is no charge. In cases where 
the work to be done is substantial, or a 
special tabulation is needed, a charge 
may be made, but in most cases it is not 
large. In cases where charges are not 
specified in this catalogue, an estimate of 
cost will be provided before the work is 
undertaken. 


Some unpublished non-statistical in- 
formation, technical papers and maps 
such as census maps are also available.

Title, Subject and Commodity Index 


This combined Title, Subject and Commodity Index has been designed to help users 
locate the required publications. It contains numerous cross-references. Numerical 
references are to catalogue numbers of the publications for which further descriptive 
information is provided in the main part of this catalogue. All main words in titles 
are capitalized. 


While this index contains several thousand references to subject and commodity data, 
not all subjects and commodities covered in Statistics Canada publications are listed. 
Excluded are the commodities covered in export:and import statistics, which are 
adequately indexed in Volume III of the Export and Import Commodity Classifications 
(Catalogue Nos. 12-523 and 12-526). 


Again, the publication “Products Shipped by Canadian Manufacturers” (Catalogue 
No. 31-211). contains a detailed alphabetical list of commodities manufactured in 
Canada, showing value and amount of production for the year covered. No reference 
is made to the publication in the index, except where the production statistics are not 
Shown in any other publication. However, users may assume that manufactured 
commodities entered as appearing in other reports also appear in 31-211. 


In the case of other omissions, the entries for related items often afford a clue to 
where information, if available, may be found. Lastly, the coverage is increasing and 
those who cannot locate what they seek should send an inquiry to the Inquiries Section, 
Information Division.
